M. W right submitted to the Senate resolutions 
of the State of N ew York, approving o f the course 
of the Secretary o f the T reasury wit!» regard to 
the removal of the deposites. 
M r. W ., in pre­ 
sentin'* the resolution, addressed the Senate as 
follows: 
1 hold in my hand, Mr. President, and am about 
to ask leave to present to the Senate, certain pro­ 
ceedings of the Legislature o f iny State, in which 
that body expresses its sentim ents in regard to the 
removal (as it is called) of the public moneys from 
their deposite in the Bank o f .th e U nited States, 
made by order of the Secretary o f the 'Treasury ; 
in regard to the recharter of the Bank of the U nit­ 
ed States; and in regard to the existing pressure 
upon the money m arket in some portions o f the 
country, w ith its views of the character and causes 
of that pressure ; and in which, also, that legisla­ 
ture expresses its pleasure as to the course which 
the representatives ol the State, upon this floor, 
shall pursue, when Called to act upon these ques­ 
tions. 
In presenting, a few days since, the proceedings 
of limited portions of the people of their respective 
States upon the same subjects, honorable Senators 
took occasion, no doubt properly, to inform the 
Senate o f the number, ch aracter, and standing, 
political as well as personal, of those whose sen­ 
timents they laid before u s; to tell us as well who 
they were, as who they were not. 
1 beg the in­ 
dulgence of the Senate, while, following the ex­ 
ample set me, 1 detail some facts in relation to 
the body whose proceedings it has become my 
duty to present, intending to show the extent to 
which the proceedings themselves claim the re­ 
spectful attention of Congress. 
The whole number of members allowed by the 
constitutoin of the State of N e w York to its Leg­ 
islature, is one hundred and twenty-eight mem­ 
bers of Assembly and thirty-two Senators. 
T h e 
members of Assembly are apportioned to the fifty- 
five counties of the State according to their re­ 
spective population, and the whole territory is 
divided into eight districts for the election of S en­ 
ators, each district having four, and electing one 
of the four every year. 
T h e proceedings which 
I am about to present, were passed in th e House 
of Assembly by a vote o f 118 for, to nine against, 
and in the Senate by a vote of tw enty three for, 
to five against them ; thus showing the very u n ­ 
usual occurrence, that of one hundred and sixty 
members elected by the people to that Legisla­ 
ture, one hundred and fifty-five were present and 
acting upon these interesting and im portant ques­ 
tions. 
But, sir, if this unexampled strength and una­ 
nimity of expression be entitled to weight, and it 
surely must be, while authentic evidence o f pub­ 
lic opinion is allowed an influence in our deliber­ 
ations, that its weight is greatly enhanced by the 
peculiar circum stances attending the expression. 
All these members of the popular branch o f that 
Legislature, and eight of the thirty-two Senators, 
were elected during the first week in N ovem ber 
last, one full month after the change o f the de­ 
posites, while the vote shows that more than thir­ 
teen to one of the members of Assembly voted 
for, while but one o f the eight Senators, thus 
elected, voted against the resolutions. 
Still the 
strength of this vote, taken as an expression o f 
public opinion, will be much increased by an ex­ 
amination of its territorial distribution. 
It is well known here, and throughout the 
country, that the extreme western district o f the 
State o f N e w York, has been unhappily, but 
most severely agitated, in consequence of an out­ 
rage, several years since com m itted, against the 
liberty, and probably against the life of a citizen. 
The effects of this outrage have been, not only 
the engendering of the most bitter dom estic feuds, 
but the partial establishment of a geographical 
line of separation in feeling between that and the 
other sections of the State. 
It is, however, a 
vource of high gratification to myself to he able to 
state, as I trust it will he of pleasure to all liberal 
minilcd men to learn that this unnatural warfare 
of feeling is most rapidly subsiding ; that th e deep 
wounds which have been created by it, in the so­ 
cial relations of that otherwise highly favored sec­ 
tion of the State, arc healing fast, and that the 
time is not distant w hen the evidence o f its ex­ 
istence and effects will entirely disappear. 
In 
this section of the S tate, however, not an e x ­ 
pression of complaint as to a pecuniary pressure 
has been heard, and from the best advices, 1 be- 
hevc that at this m om ent its business relations of 
’ 'try description are in a more prosperous and 
easy condition than they have ever before been, 
rctto th e west and northw’est must we look for 
every vote against the resolutions, and to this 
section alone for eleven out of the fourteen of 
hese votes. 
T h e remaining three are, with one 
exception, Senators not elected at the election of 
- ovember last, but in previous years, and are all 
>< 'ted beyond the reach of the present p ressu re; 
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pressions from tlm States of Ohio and N ew Jersey, 
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the same subjects ; and at 
this interesting crisis in the affairs of our common 
country, I respectfully solicit from the Senate that 
consideration for these proceedings of the Legis­ 
lature »if my State, which a liberal, just, and un­ 
prejudiced estim ate of the views and feelings of 
any respectable portion of the citizens of the coun­ 
try may dem and, and no more. 
Here, sir. I might resum e my scat, and I should 
do so with pleasure, were it not that a part of 
what I have felt to he an imperitive duty upon this 
occasion remidns to he performed. 
In presenting the proceedings of a meeting of a 
portion o f the town of Boston, the honourable 
Senator from M assachusetts availed himself o f the 
occasion to express his own views as to the exist­ 
ence of a public pr»'ssure, o f its cause, and of the 
appropriate mode of relief. 
H e went further, Bir, 
and called upon all, and especially upon those who 
sustain the administration upon this floor in rela­ 
tion to the chantre of the deposites, to give their 
views as to the future as well as the present pos­ 
ture of the pecuniary affairs o f the country. 
As 
an individual, and as one considering if one of my 
highest duties to sustain the administration in this 
measure 1 am ready to respond to the Senator 
with entire fran k n ess; hut in thus accepting his 
call I must not be understood as for one moment, 
entertaining the vain impression that opinions and 
views pronounced by me here, or elsewhere, will 
acquire any importance because they are my opin­ 
ions and my views. 
I know well, sir, that my 
name carries not with it authority anywhere, but 
1 also know that so far as I may entertain and 
shall express opinions which are, or which shall 
be found, in accordance with the enlightened pub­ 
lic opinion of this country, so far they will be sus­ 
tained and no farther. 
Following then, Mr. President, the example 
which has been set for me, 1 shall abstain from a 
discussion of controverted points, so far as that 
can he done, and enable me to state unreserved­ 
ly my opinions, and to make my views intelligi­ 
ble. 
1st, then, as to the fact of an existing pressure 
upon the money market, I believe th at the recent 
extensive and sudden curtailm ent, by the Bank o f 
tlm United States, in the facilities for credit, 
which had before been lavished upon the com m u­ 
nity, has caused very considerable embarrassment 
to those in our com mercial cities, who had ex­ 
tended widely their moneyed operations, and who 
had made themselves dependent upon these facili­ 
tie s ; but. at the same tim e, I believe that these 
inconveniences have been in an unim portant d e­ 
gree, either directly or consequently, extended to 
other classes o f citizens. 
I therefore believe 
further, that the extent of the pressure has been 
greatly exaggerated, and that the motives for that 
exaggeration are to he found, primarily, in the be­ 
lief that the present administration may be brought 
into disfavor with the People, and may he over­ 
thrown through the agency o f the panic which is 
attem pted to be gotten up, and secondarily, in the 
hope that the same panic, if successfully pro 
duced, may serve the interests o f the institution 
by which it has been and is to be raised. 
2dly. 
A8 to the immediate cause of the pres 
sure, I concur fully with the Senator from Massa 
chusetts, that it is an error to attribute it to the 
mere fact of the change o f the deposits. 
T he 
reasons lie has assigned for that opinion are sufli 
cient. 
T hey might he amplified and enforced, but 
it is unnecessary upon the present occasion. 
Past 
experience concerning facts, and the nature of the 
transaction, all combine to dem onstrate that such 
a change would not, necessarily, draw after it 
such a result. 
I concur also with the honorable 
Senator (M r. W ebster) in the position th at the 
evil complained of is to be attributed to the 
change which has taken place in the positions 
which the governm ent, the Bank of the United 
States, and the state bank have occupied relative 
ly towards each other, and to the acts which have 
followed that change. 
T hese positions, as at pre­ 
sent existing, are pronounced by the honorable 
Senator to be false.— T h a t the attitude which the 
Bank o f *he United States has chosen to assume 
towards the governm ent and the state banks, is a 
false position I most cheerfully admit, but that 
there has been any thing in the conduct of either 
the governm ent or the state banks to justify, or 
even excuse, that attitude, I deny, and hope to 
have an opportunity to attem pt to disprove. 
From 
the governm ent directly no loans could be obtain­ 
ed or were expected, and it was well known that 
the state banks which have been selected as the 
fiscal agents of the governm ent, had extended 
their loans many millions, and to the utmost ex­ 
tent authorised by the public deposites in their 
vaults. 
It is neither shown nor pretended that 
the other state hanks have curtail»;d their loans, 
in cons«‘quence o f the change of the deposites ex­ 
cept when the curtailm ents by the bank o f the 
United States and its branches have compelled 
them to do so. 
W e have, however, recorded evi­ 
dence from itself that the Bank of the United 
States has curtailed its loans, since the first day 
o f August last, and up to the first day o f D ecem ­ 
ber last, to the enormous am ount otr $9,697,000, 
and all this curtailm ent has taken place in the 
entire absence o f any revulsion in trade, o f any 
scarcity in the country, or any other peculiar 
cause of em barrassment existing, or anticipated. 
W e need not then grope in the field o f specula­ 
tion for the cause o f the present pressure, 
it 
stands before us, recorded in figures and letters 
which cannot lie, and which leave us without ex­ 
cuse for misunderstading, or for affecting to mis­ 
understand it. 
3dly. 
As to the motives for this conduct on 
the part of the bank, 1 have already- said, i deny 
that a justifiable one is to be found either in the 
conduct o f the governm ent, or o f the state banks, 
towards i t ; and I repeat the assertion. 
W hether 
or not this curtailm ent of its business has been 
rendered necessary on the part of the hank, in 
consequence of former mismanagement, 1 shall 
not enquire, inasmuch as the bank itself, and all 
its friends and supporters, here and elsewhere, 
most strenuously deny that its present condition 
furnishes any necessity for increased means. 
1 
have looked carefully into the instructions origi­ 
nally given hv the Sccietary o f the Treasury to 
the state banks in relation to the course to' he 
pursued by them towards the Bank o f the United 
States, and I find there nothing to w arrant an ap­ 
prehension that any disposition existed on the 
part o f the governm ent to injure the bank, or to 
embarrass it in the prosecution o f its lawful busi­ 
ness. 
I have examined, with equal care, the in- 
». 
structions given in regard to the transfer drafts, 
1 lie situations , and the circum stances under which they were 
t o b e , and were in fact used. 
And these acts of 
the governm ent, taken in connexion w ith the large 
amount of money still left in the hank, and which, 
upon a diilereiit 
supposition, 
would assuredly 
have been also withdrawn, 1 hold to furnish u n ­ 
deniable evidence that no disposition was enter- 
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guage o f the resolutions I hold in fhy hand, it is 
to be found, and found only in an attempt of the 
Bank, * at a time of general prosperity, to produce 
pecuniary »1 ¡stress and alarm , and in exorcising 
its power with a view to extort a renewal of its 
charter from the fears o f the people.’ 
So much 
for the pressure, and the causes of it. 
I will now consider the remedy for the evil 
which the Senator proposes. 
Leaving the dis­ 
cussion o f every thing constitutional, political, 
and expedient, the Senator, w ith his usual tact, 
goes directly to the m atter in hand ; and with 
the utmost confidence he tells us that the remedy 
is not to found in the restoration o f the dc- 
posites, but in the ro-charter o f the present bank. 
W hatever else may he said o f the renewal, it 
must, at least, he adm itted, th at it does credit to 
the candor of the Senator. 
F o r myself, I thank 
him, and the country will thank him ¿Uso. 
It is 
time. Mr. President, high tim e, that things should 
be called by their right names in relation to the 
depending controversy ; that the veil which it 
has hitherto been attem pted to disguise the sub­ 
ject, should be tom off, and that the people should 
know what is the question which is, in fact, oc­ 
cupying the attention of Congress. 
T his being 
done by the declaration o f the Senate, there is 
reason to hope that we may hereafter be, if we 
have not heretofore been, aided by contributions 
o f public sentim ent, so far as the Senate may think 
proper to allow influences o f th at sort to enter 
into its deliberations. 
A nd, sir, I venture the 
prediction that if the expressions now upon our 
files, or those which shall hereafter be placed 
there, as evidences o f public sentiment, shall he 
examined, it will appear th at the good sense nntl 
ingenuity o f the Senator in devising this remedy, 
has only placed him upon a level with the com ­ 
mon opinion of the whole community, as to Un­ 
real question in dispute : that every paper favor­ 
ing the views o f the opponents of the administra­ 
tion, has and will, expressly or impliedly, recog­ 
nise the fact that the question before tlie public 
is “ Bank or no Bank,” and that the real issue 
has that »lirection, not the disposition of the Gov­ 
ernm ent deposites. 
A petition for re-charter is a 
mere m atter o f form which can at any time hr- 
brought forward. 
A few days, or even a few 
hours, are sufficient for that object, and we ought 
not to permit ourselves to doubt that such a pe­ 
tition will he forthcoming or not, according to 
the decision o f this merely incidental question, 
now made to assume the place ami importance ol 
the real issue. 
But, Mr. President, while I highly approve of 
the open and manly ground taken by the Senator 
from M assachusetts, I differ from him foto cado 
as to the remedy he proposes. 
T here is no in­ 
ducem ent which can prevail upon me to vote for 
tiic re-charter o f the Bank of the United States. 
I would oppose this Bank upon the ground of its 
flagrant violations of the high trusts confided to it ; 
but my objections are o f a deeper and graver 
character. 
I go against this Bank, and against 
any and every hank to be incorporate»! by C on­ 
gress, w hether to be located at Philadelphia. N ew 
York, or any where else within the twenty-four 
independent States which compose this confed­ 
eracy, upon the broad ground which admits not 
of compromise, that Congress has not the power, 
by the constitution, to incorporate such a Bank. 
I may be over-sanguine, Mr. President, but I 
do most firmly believe that, in addition to the 
invaluable services already rendere»! to his co un ­ 
try by the President. of the United States, he is, 
under Providence, destined still to render her a 
greater than all, by being mainly instrum ental in 
restoiing the constitution of the country to what 
it was intended to be by those who formed it, and 
to what it was understood to be by the people 
who adopted it. 
In relieving that sacred instru­ 
ment from those constructive and implied addi­ 
tions under which Congress have claimed the 
right to place beyond the reach of the people, and 
without responsibility, a moneyed power, not 
merely dangerous to public liberty, but of a ch ar­ 
acter so formidable as to set itself in open array 
against, and to attem pt to over-rule, the govern­ 
ment of the country. 
I believe the high destiny 
is yet in store for that venerable man, of disprov­ 
ing the exalted compliment long since paid him 
by the great Apostle of Republicanism, “ that he 
had already tille»! the measure of his country’s 
glory,” and that he is yet to accomplish, what 
neither Thom as Jefferson nor his illustrious suc­ 
cessor couhl accomplish, by adding to the proof 
which he has so largely contributed to afford, 
that his country is invincible by arms, the consol­ 
atory fact that there is, at least one spot upon 
earth where written constitutions are rigidly re­ 
garded. 
1 know, sir, that this work w hich the 
President has undertaken, and upon the Buccess 
»if which he has, witli his usual moral courage, 
staked the hard earned fruits of a glorious life, is 
full of difficulty. 
I know well th at it will put 
the fortitude and patriotism of his countrym en to 
the severest t e s t ; hut I am happy also to know 
that he has, in this instance, as heretofore, put 
himself upon the fortitude and patriotism of a 
people who have never yet failed lnm, or any man 
who was himself faithful to his country in the power when we are tolil 
° / d an2e r* 
I the country is in its hand 
Of the course which the State which I have the 
honor in part to represent here, will take in this 
great contest, it becomes me, forming so humble 
a part of its voice in the councils o f the nation, 
and known only by the favors I have received at 
its hands, to speak with great »litfidence. 
In the 
resolutions I now lay before the Senate, it has 
spoken for itself upon most of the points involved- 
\ s to the others, 1 feel that my knowledge o f the 
character of its people, and o f the known senti 
merits of whole masses of its public men, will 
justify me in the confident expression o f an opin­ 
ion that the State will sustain the Executive to 
the utmost in this controversy; and that I inav 
say to those who are, and long have been, desirous 
to restore the constitution, in this regard, to its 
true reading, “ now ’s the day and now s the hour” 
for its accomplishment. 
At all events. I Imve 
the right to say, th at I will place m yself by the 
side o f the President, to the full extent o f the 
views I have given, and that I desire to stand or 
fall with my constituents, as they shall determ ine 
the result. 
I have thus respondeil, and 1 hope the Senator 
from M assachusetts will allow fully, to so much 
of his appeal. 
I will go on sir, and cover the 
whole ground. 
H e has asked, if you will neither 
recharter the present bank nor establish a new 
one. what will you do ? 
As an individual, sir, 
and speaking for myself only, I say I will sustain 
the Executive branch of the Governm ent, by all 
the legal means in my power, in the effort now 


such aid will be withhold. 
T o this, t for the 
present only answ er that, tilings are now, in this 
respect, precisely as they were before th e incor­ 
poration o f the present bank ; th at the same pow ­ 
ers which th»> Secretary of the T reasury then had, 
lie has still ; that hv the change of til»* deposites 
from the Bank o f th e U nited sta te s, the E sern 
tive departm ent o f fife Governm ent has t»*-»*n re­ 
stored to the control ewer the place» for the safe­ 
keeping of the public m oneys, w hich it had by 
law before these moneys were deposited with that 
institution ; and that all the law formerly exist­ 
ing upon th e subject is now in full force and 
wholly unaltered, the only effect o f the provision 
in th e charter of the Bank being to suspend their 
operation, until the Secretary of the T reasury 
should order and direct that the deposites be 
made elsewhere than in the vaults of that Bank. 
I further state, as my opinion o f the law, that hv 
th e act of the Secretary of the Treasury ordering 
a change o f the deposites, and by that act onlv. 
the full power o f ( ongrèss over the whole subject, 
has been restored. 
If, then, the powers o f the Secretary are too 
broad, as the law now stands, it is the duty of 
Congress to restrict t h e m ; while, if the powers 
of the executive branch o f the G overnm ent are 
not now fully adéquate-to th e making and execu t­ 
ing o f all needful or»lers, rules, ana regulations, 
for the safe-keeping and convenient managem ent 
of the public moneys, if is equally th e duty o f 
(’ongress to legislate further upon the subject. 
A ml w hether Congress do o r d o not legislate in 
either case, is a m atter wholly between it» m em ­ 
bers and their constituents, for w hich the S ecre­ 
tary of the Treasury is m no way responsible. 
But, Mr. President, while I am prepared to 
give to this effort o f the Governm ent, to make 
the State Banks our fiscal agent for tin* salo- 
keeping and convenient disbursem ent o f the 
public moneys, 
a 
full support and a fair e x ­ 
perim ent, any effort, come from w hat q uarter it 
may, to return to a hard money cu rre n cy , so far 
as that can he done by the operations of tin* Fed­ 
eral Governm ent, and consistently w ith th e sub­ 
stantial interests of the country, shall 
receive 
troiii me a cordial and sincere support ; and no 
one would more heartily rejoice than myself, to 
meet with propositions w hich Would render such 
an effort in any degree practicable. 
Still are we told by the Senator front M as­ 
sachusetts, that things cannot remain as they a rc ; 
th at unless something, w hich, according to his 
view of the subject, would afl’ord relief, be douo, 
the pressure, th e distress, and the agitation, will 
continue. 
I have already stated the source from 
which, and from w hich alone, in my jmlgrnent, 
the present pressure proceeds. 
I have stated, 
also, without reserve, the object which is, in my 
opinion, intended to be accomplished by it.—Of 
the correctness of mv conclusions, the Senate 
and the country must judge. 
I f thov are. as I 
believe them to be, well founded, it is undoubted­ 
ly in th<* power o f the hank to continue the pres­ 
sure, and consequently the agitation of the public 
mind, to some extent, so long as it shall think it 
to be for its interest, and not incompatible with 
its safety to do so. 
It is not for me to speak as 
with a knowledge of its intentions in this respect ,< 
and the Senator from Massachusetts disclaims all 
information upon the point. 
1 can, therefore, 
only state my opinion ; arid it is that the. Bank 
has not entered upon this bold measure without, 
the deepest consideration, and that it will not 
almndon it, the design not being accomplished, 
but upon the most stern necessity. 
Y et Mr. President, I trust in God that that n e­ 
cessity will soon, very soon, be made manifest, by 
the attitude which the nation will assume towards 
this daring and dangerous institution. 
T h e glo­ 
rious Am erican Revolution was hut resistance to 
moneyed power— ves, sir, to the exercise o f a m on­ 
eyed power, without the consent, and beyond the 
r**ach of the people o f this country. 
T o this our 
fathers opposed a stern and uncompromising r»*- 
sistance. 
Appeals were made to their fears; dis­ 
tress in their pecuniary affairs were pictured to 
them in colors to have detered any but the pur»* 
spirit o f patriotism and love o f liberty which led 
them forward. 
Tljen the pictures were notsm ag- 
inary but real ; the distresses were not fancy but 
fact. 
T h e country was not then strong and rich 
and prosperous, but weak and poor and disheart- > 
en e d —and still their m arch was onward. 
T hey ! 
armed themselves upon the side o f their country 
and stood by their G o v ern m en t; and when tln*ir 
hard and perilous services were paid in paper, 
worth a fortieth or sixtieth part of its nominal 
value, the representative o f the dollar was the 
dollar to them , for it gave liberty to the pi-ople, 
and freed them from the rule of avarice.—-And 
have we, their immediate descendants, so soon 
lost th»*ir noble spirit ? 
Arc we to fold our arms I 
anil ol>ev the dictates o f a moneyed power, not j 
removed from our s»»;l, and wielded by stronger 
hands, hut taking r»>ot among us ; a power spa- ! 
ken into existence by our breath, and dependent 
upon that breath for life and being ? 
Are our 
fears, our avarice, our selfish and base passions to 
l e appealed to, and to compel us to re-create this 
that *he circulation of 
! T h a t the institutions 
established by all the indépendant States of the 
confederacy are subject to its control, ami exist 
only by its clemency ? 
W hen we see it setting 
itself up against the Governm ent and vaunting 
its power ! throwing from its doors our represen­ 
tatives placed at its board, ami pronouncing them I 
unskilful, ungenteel, or incorrigible ! 
N ay, M r. 
I President, w hen if lays upon our tables in this 1 
e cham ber, its annunciation to the public, classing • 
- the President of the United States with co u n ter­ 
feiters and felons, and declaring, that as kindred : 
subjects, both should receive like treatm en t at its 
hands? 
Isay , sir. are we to be driven by our! 
iears to re-charter such an institution, with such 
evidences of its power, an»l o f its disposition to 
use that power. laying before us authenticated by 
the bank itself! Áre we to do this after the q u es­ 
tion has been referred to the people of the co un ­ 
try, fully argued before them , and their decision 
pronounced against the bank, and in favor o f the 
President, by a majority such as has never before 
in thisgovernm ent m arked the result o f a contest 
at the ballot boxes ? 
G entlem en talk o f revolutions in progress. 
W hen this action shall take plarc in the A m eri­ 
can Congress, then indeed, will a revolution have 
been accomplished—then will your constitution 
have been yielded up to fear and favor, and your 
legislation be the sic valo, sic ju b e o , of a bank. 
But, Mr. President, 1 <lo not distress myself with 
any such forebodings. 
1 know the crisis will be 
trying, ami I know loo, th at the spirit and patriot-
